They are headed by C. L. Lockwood, of
the thirty-second congressional distriet,
who openly defies the leaders, saying he
will vote for a gilver candidate and a
gilver |latform if he gets the oppor-
tunity. The eilver men from New York
and Pennsylvania are preparing to act
together.

Senator
Cockrell says he went as Mr. Bland’s
represantative, and assared Boies that it
was a friendly competition that they
were engsged 1in and that they were anx-
wous for silver first, and then to secure
the most popular man for president.

BOUNTIES IN SEALS.

Mulne Stili P'ays & Hounty and Last Year
Ralsed ft.
Mainé paid bounties on
and on 305 bears in 1895, In 1894 only
385 seals und 530 bears were killed, The
increase of seal killing is due to a 50-
cent inerense of the boumty, making it
anedollar. The bears have been thinned
ont by extensive killing. Why there
<hould be o bounty on seals iz plain,
says 1he New York Sun. to those who
know that in o single year a seal con-
sumes 3,650 pounds of fish, which would
muke G.000,300 pounds saved by the
killing' of 1,662 senls in 1805, Mast of
the fish enten are coarse-grained, such
used in baiting lobster pots—
flounders, toméods, ete—but
valnable fish, like herring,
sulmon. and muackaerel, are killed by
these animals. Muoch diffieulty is ex-
periencad by seal hunters in secaring
all of the animals killed.

DIPLOMAT WAS CHILLED.

The French Minlster
Loved the Highest Fince Too Well.

An intevesting story is being told In

ut Washington

Washington regording M. Patenotre,
the French asmbastador. After con-
press poesed the law empowering the
president to send nmbassadors to such
countries as would raise the rank of
their representafives, -~Sir  Julino
Pauncefotec was the first to inform the
president of the intention‘of his coun-
try to make him an ambnssador. M.
Patenotre conceived the ambition to be
the dean of the ambassadors and com-
municated it to his howe government,
and his commission arrived before Sir
Jullan's, He went to the state depart-
ment in the hope of immediste recog-
nition as the first gmbossador to this,
vountry, Ile waos told that Sir Julinn
had anticipated him by informing the
department of the action of his govern-
ment, He was angry and wrote to the
president requesting his Intervention.
